Hi» Small Force \Vius; n. Battle. Ag»lnst

Manila, Dec: 9.—There was consid- 


erable relief in Manila when the news 
•was received that Gen. Young's small 
force had arrived safely at Vigan, pro- 
vince of South Ilocos, Dec. 6. Anxiety 
had been felt for. Gen. Young and the 
garrison at Vigan since it was known 
that'Gen. Tirio had a\largo, aggressive 
body of. insurgents operating in the vi- 
cinity.

The police inspired false 
reports of insurgent victories in Luzon 
and Panay. There" are 250 native po- 
lice in Negros, uniformed and armed 
with Springfield rifles.
